This arises from the fact 
that in such seasons the bees are often 
obliged to gather it from poisonous 
llowers. 
Great care should be taken to 


remove all poisonous plants from, the 
neighborhood of hives. In 1790 a great 
many people in Philadolphia died from 
eating honey gathered from tho flowers 
of tho Kalmia latifolia. In good seasons 
tho bees avoid poisonous plants.—Phila- 
delphia Press. 


—'Cream tigs tor dessert are prepared 


in this way: Beat the white of one or 
two eggs (according to the quantity you 
wish to serve); when very stiff, so that 
you can almost turn tho platter upside 
down without the egg running oil'; stir 
in as much powdered sugar ?.:•; you can 
and yet leave the frosting go that you 
dip the figs in it. 
If the lig is uot en- 


tirely covered at the lirst dipping repeat 
the pi'ocess; let them dry in the heater 
or on a shelf over the stove.—N. Y. 
Post. 


—Potatoes, eggs and cold hashed meats

— Chicago Jour- 
nal. 


The Preservation of Eggs. 


Much scientific attention has been de- 


voted iu France to the preservation ol 
egg.-;. 
Tho leading principle of all pro- 


cesses id the protection of the interior ol 
the egg from the action of the atmos- 
phere, and consc.'iiiently it has long been 
settled that only tho freshest eggs aru 
eligible for preservation. 
To the solu- 


tion of the problem of how to prevent 
the nir from penetrating the shea of the 
egg, the experiment of such eminent 
savants as Musschenbrock, Reaumur and 
Kollet have valuably contributed. Thoy 
all agree that tho most practicable 
method is to envelop the new-laid egg in 
a light coating of somo impermeable 
substance, such as wax, tallow, oil or a 
mixture of wax and olivo oil, or of olive 
oil and tallow. 
Reaumur suggests an 


alcoholic solution of resin, or a thick so- 
lution of gelatine. 
Nollot experimented 


.suceossfnllj' 
with India rubber, 
col- 


lodion and various kinds of boot varnish. 
In practice, tho most successful method 
has been that of Cornier, of Mans. This 
consists in covering the eggs with a var- 
nish, the composition of which i.s kept a 
sceret. The eggs are packed on end in 
sawdust, and, it is said, will preserve 
their freshness during quite nine months 
in any climate. 
Cadet dc Vaux sug- 


gested tho plunging of eggs for twenty 
seconds in boiling water, in order to 
coagulate that portion of the albumen 
nearest the shell, and then to pack them 
in vessels half filled with sifted cinders. 
This process—which, by the by, has boon 
well known in some parts of Scotland 
for many years—yields excellent results, 
but if neglected but for a second or two, 
the eggs arc liable to harden. Tho pro- 
cess known as ''liming" in England, 
and as thu Cadct-Grissieourl, process in 
France, is very popular; on the other 
side of tho Channel, however, "limed" 
eggs are never eaten u lacoque, but only 
in the shape of omelettes, etc. Somo 
preservers claim to obtain better results, 
as far as the taste of the egg is con- 
cerned, by substituting ordinary salt for 
lime. The solution, itissakl, penetrates 
the shell, and-so acts upon tho organic 
matter as to diminish its susceptibility 
to decomposition. The eggs are im- 
incr.iod during several hours. Apport, 
the Columbus of food presorvoi's, gave 
some attention to the subject of egg- 
preservation. 
His favorite process was 


to introduce tho eggs into a bottle half 
filled with bread crumbs to prevent 
breakages. 
After carefully corking the 


bottle, Tie placed it for several minutes in 
a aand bath, tho temperature 'of which 
lie kept at seventy degrees. For home 
consumption, the French peasantry have 
for ages preserved their oggs in a vory 
simple fashion. 
They take a wooden 


case, or a largo barrel, and pack them in 
thick 1.13'ers of sawdust, fine sand, chalk, 
bran, cinders, or coal dust, so that they 
do not touch each other. In tha Mari- 
time Provinces, the peasants use layers 
of ashes moistened with salt water. 
Both these processes are successful. 
l>rying eggs and reducing them to pow- 
der (an invention patented by Cham- 
bard iu 1852) is another method of 
preservation that is profitably pursued 
in France.—London Grocer. 


Contract Work on Faring. 


The report comes from England that 


a considerable proportion of the work 
on farms there is now performed by con- 
tract. 
This i.s especially true of cutting, 


curing, and putting up hay. 
TliB hay 


season occurs at tho time wiion farmers 
and tho usual number of men employed 
about the place are engaged, in harvest- 
ing grain and cultivating turnips, and 
the labor of securing the hay-crop is let 
out by contract. Somo enterprising man 
organises a force of laborers, purchases 
a team and some tools, and contracts to 
cut, 
cure, put in stack and to cover with, 


thatch all the grass -;hat grows on several 
farms in the .same neighborhood. Oc- 
casionally all the men in the force are 
interested in the eontrai:!, and work on 
thu eo-oponifive system. 
The farmer 


generally furnishes teams a portion of 
the time, and somo of the tools required 
for haying, and sometimes furnishes 
meals a!ul lodging for the men. It is 
claimed that the men who work on tho 
contract system perform more labor than 
those who are employed by the farmer, 
that they acquire much greater skill m 
the use of tools and machinery and that 
they build and cover stacks better than 
common laborers. 
By having the use 


of several teams they economize in the 
employment of mowing machines and 
make one do tho work that is ordinarily 
performed by two or three. The farmer 
who lets out" tho contract for securing 
his hay crop is able to dovoto all his 
time as well as that of his ordinary farm 
help to tloing other kinds of work. 
The 


working of cultivated crops is not neg- 
loetsd, as it is likely to be -when all the 
rnon are called off to work at haying. 
Considerable saving is also effected iu 
the pur6nase of machinery for haying.—<

What Colonel JWatrous says About 


l»r, Palmer an a Fichtiiii: Surgeon. 
Tho following interesting anecdote of 


Dr. Henry Palmer, of this city, we find 
iu the Chicago Inter Ocean, of Saturday, 
It was written by Colonel J. A. Watrous 
of the Milwaukee Sunday Telegraph, aud 
appeared in that paper on Sunday: 


" Who is that short, solid man who 


seems to bo enjoying himself so well ?'' 
said one. 


That is Dr. Henry Palmer, 
Surgeon 


Gaueral of tha State, ami who went to 
the war as Burgeon of the Seventh Wis- 
consin. He "also served for a time as 
Brigade Surgeon, aud then was appointed 
to the regular army, after which he saw 
no more service iu tho brigade, boiug 
transferred to a wider field. That quiet 
gentleman was one of the most notable 
surgeons in the late war. When General 
Leo invaded Pennsylvania in 18G3, Dr. 
Palmer was in charge of tho immense 
hospitals at York. Early, who command- 
ed a division of the rebels, made Dr. 
Palmer a prisoner, but he succeeded in 
twiea escaping before Early left the city. 
When on their way to Gettysburg, and 
as they were nearing that city during the 
great 
battle, 
he 
got

himself

as possible ho left hia hiding place, both 
because the shells were tearing it to 
pieces and because he desired to aid in 
caring for the wounded. 'Dr. Palmer 
spent two years at York and built the 
immense hospitals at that place.

Harry Gilmour, the Confederate cavalry 
raider was approaching York, on another 
occasion, Dr, Palmer organized 700 or 800 
of his invalids, armed them and prepar- 
ed to give the audacious Marylander a 
warm reception. 
Eeceiving word that 


Gilmour proposed to cross the river u 
few miles below York, Dr. Palmor loaded 
his ni en ou a freight train and started 
for the threatened brigade. 
When with- 


in half a mile of the point the rebels 
fired into the train. The engineer "slow- 
ed up," jumped from the engine, aud fled 
to the woods, 
As it happened there was 


not another engineer 
on the train 


Learning this fact, Dr. Palmer, who was 
commander, staff oflicor, conductor, and 
orderly, took his place on the engine, ran 
the tram to the bridge,repulsed the en- 
emy, and then "backed" into York, with 
the loss of only a small number of men.
